Henry »as too tired to appear for any 
of the receptions Informally tendered 
to him by the cities through which he 
passed early this morning in North- 
western Ohio, until

Cleveland at 9 10 His train, which left 
Milwaukee at 10 10 o'clock last night, 
was transferred at Chicago, shortly 
after midnight, and left at once for 
Cleveland, Buffalo and Niagara. 
At 


Toledo nearly 2000 people were at the 
depot at 6 20 o'clock when the special 
came in. They had a band and two big 
bouquets and were all ready to extend 
tbe hospitable hand 
The Prince was 


sleeping when the train arrived at To- 
ledo 
The band awakened him but it 


was too late then to get up. The bou- 
quets were thrown aboard and later 
In the morning the trainmen presented 
them to the Prince. There was an- 
other crowd at Sandusky, 
but 
the 


Prince had fallen aleep again and did 
not come out. 
There has been some apprehension 


aboard the train about possible delay 
in New York on account of the floods, 
and it has been practically decided that 
if the train cannot be put through on 
the routes mapped out for It without 
extended delay, it will be transferred 
to one of the Southern lines. 


Thousands of people forced their way 


through gates at the Union Station 
when the train bearing the Prince and 
his party arrived in this city. Rear 
Admiral Evans was the first person to 
appear on the car platform

cheered wildly by the crowd, most of 
whom recognized the naval hero.

Two Missionary 


Captives. 


CONSTANTINOPLE. March 2 —The 


following account of the captlv'ty of 
Miss Stone has been obtained from 
reliable sources, some of the informa- 
tion having been secured from accom- 
plices of the brigands. After the cap- 
ture of the missionaries, near Hansko, 
in September last, the brigunds estab- 
lished themselves on the Mountain of 
6ueltepe, in the Ellodere district, Bul- 
garia, where the whole population were 
tn sympathy with the enterprise. 


While awaiting the result of their 


efforts to secure the ransom, the brig- 
ands drew their supplies from the ad- 
jacent village of Ledjuma. Feeling per- 
fectly secure, the members of the band 
used 
to 
show themselves openly in 
Kamenica and 
neighboring 
villages. 


The prisoners, however, were Jealously 
secluded.

Judge Gear Cites 


Advertiser's 


Editor. 


(From Thursday's Dally.)

The publication of a cartoon In yes- 


terday's Advertiser is held by Judge 
Gear to be contempt, and acting upon 
the motion of Attorney 
Bitting-, he 


issued a citation for the appearance 
of Walter G. Smith, ag editor, in court 
at 9 o'clock this morning. 
The cita- 


tion 
was 
issued 
shortly 
before 
1 


o'clock yesterday, returnable at 3, but 
service was not had in time for ap- 
pearance in ^jurt at that hour, and 
continuance was then granted. In the 
meantime the case of William McCar- 
thy, which is now on trial, was. contin- 
ued. Bitting1 In his motion asking that 
the Jury now sitting on the case be 
discharged, as having been prejudiced. 


Upon the opening of court yesterday 


morning, Mr. Bitting presented a. mo- 
tion for continuance, based upon the 
following grounds: 
/ 
"That this cause is set for trial be- 


fore a jury which has been duly im- 
pannelled and sworn to try said cause, 
upon this the 12th day of March, A. D. 
19*2. and that this cause is now pend- 
ing and 
in progress of trial in this 


court. 
"That including the allegation in the 


first paragraph hereof 
contained and 


notwithstanding the prohibition of the 
law, on this the 12th day of March. A. 
D. 1902, and while this cause is pend- 
ing and actually on trial in this court, 
a certain newspaper published in Ho- 
nolulu, Island of Oahu, Territory 
of 


Hawaii, and within this jurisdiction, 
called and headed as "The Pacific Com- 
mercial Advertiser,' published a ridicu- 
lous, absurd, libellous and 
unlawful 


cartoon, meant and intended to be sug- 
gestive and contumelious of this hon- 
orable judge before whom this trial is 
pending, and tending and intending to 
prejudice the 
public respecting 
the 


trial of said cause and 
particularly 


against the honorable judge now pre- 
siding over the trial of this cause, and 
to obstruct and pervert the adminis- 
tration of justice; and, 


"That said publication is a knowing 


and 
malicious invention against the 


court, and was intended and is intend- 
ed to bring said court into ridicule, 
contempt, discredit and odium." 


Judge Gear took the view that the 


trial of the case having been started, 
the cartoon was contempt, and he quot- 
ed from the penal code relating to 
contempt of court. He said further: 


"Personally, I care nothing about the 


articles and pictures. 
They 
are 
a 


source of amusement to me. 
I took 


this oath to administer justice to the 
best of my ability and knowledge of 
law, and it is a matter of indifference 
to me how many untrue animadver- 
sions upon me are* made. In the pres- 
ent instance McCarthy was released be- 
cause there is no such crime as majj- 
hem in the Hawaiian statutes. If he 
had been sentenced he could have been 
released on hibeas corpus. 
There is 


no question about that, and If there 
is any one in Oahu jail serving for 
mayhem now, he may be released on 
habeas corpus. 
The decision was not 


only mine, but that of Judge Robinson 
sitting with me." 


The court stated further that he had 


been misrepresented by the papers in 
their publishing that he had ix-leased 
the Williams boys, when in fact they 
,had been acquitted by a jury. "Time 
after time." said the court, "the news- 
papers published comments upon, and 
wrongful reports of, cases in this court, 
in total disregard of the penal laws or 
of decency and right. This court ad- 
ministers law to the best of its abil- 
ity and knowledge, and if there are 
errors, they are errors of judgment to 
which all courts are liable." 


Judge Gear continued the matter un- 


til ll o'clock in order to give Bitting 
time to prepare the necessary affidavits 
and the 
jury 
\va.s excused 
until 2 


o'clock. Bitting evidently didn't believe 
the matter of immediate importance, 
for it was 12 o'clock before he finally 
leisurely wal!<-'l into court 
with 
the 


necessary papf-rs, though Judge Gear 
had been impatiently waiting on the 
bench for nearly an hour. 


Judge Robinson and 
Judge 
Hum- 


phreys appeared w i t h Judpe Gear upon 
the bench when the matter was called 
up for the second time at 12 o'clock. 
Bitting began to apologize for keeping 
the court waiting, when Gear inter- 
rupted, telling him to present his affi- 
davit. 


Mr. Bitting then began to read the 


affidavit reciting the trial of the first 
rase against McCarthy, the conviction 
by a jury, and the subsequent action 
of Judge Gear in releasing him. on the 
ground that thp crime of mayhem had 
no place in the Hawaiian statutes. The 
affidavit was based upon section 257 of 
the Penal Code of 1897. 
The 
affidavit 


closed with following specific charge: 


-That on this 12th day of March. A. 


p. 1902. at Honolulu. Island of Oahu.

thltt, In response to the remarks of 
Judge Humphreys, "that 
I 
did not 


reach the court room this morning un- 
til twenty-five minutes before ten, and 
that Mr. Bitting immediately present- 
ed his motion. He tcrok the bull by the 
horna, and appearing for the defend- 
ant, made the application. I am here 
as an attorney employed by the attor- 
ney general's department to try crimi- 
nal cases." 


I 
Again Humphreys broke the silence. 


' 
"The statement of the deputy attor- 


ney general in this matter Is plausible," 
said he, "but It does not bear upon the 
continued attacks by malicious and un- 
scrupulous persons in this 
Territory 


upon the courts. The attorney general 
should be bound by principles of hqnor 
and decency, and loyalty to the court; 
but in reference to none of these prin- 
ciples has he shown any appreciation.". 


George Davis had entered the court 


room in the mean time, and started out 
as usual with a long and vlotent tirade, 
when Judge Humphreys again inter- 
rupted: 
"These proceedings won't be 


necessary whenever we get judges ap- 
pointed by the goverrfor." 


Then Davis was allowed to thrash 


about at will, and said that no words, 
even those of Judge Humphreys, couM 
be too strong to condemn the dastard- 
ly attempt to bring the administration 
of justice in this Territory into disre- 
pute, and to condemn the cowardly and 
dastardly course of the attorney gen- 
eral. These attacks, 
he said, 
must 


cease, ' and 
he 
was 
willing 
to 


do 
all he could to uphold the court. 


Then Judge Gear remarked that he was 
in a measure concerned in the case, 
and thought it proper that the court 
should be represented by counsel, so 
he appointed George Davis to appear 
in his behalf. Adjournment was taken 
at this time to 3 o'clock. 


When court was convened again at 3 


o'clock the room was crowded with at- 
torneys and 
spectators. 
The 
three 


judges again took seats upon the bench 
and Judge Gear inquired if any return 
had been made upon the citation. 
Mr. 


Bitting replied that he had given the 
papers to Deputy Sheriff Chlllingworth 
to serve, and he knew nothing further 
of the matter. The clerk hero appeared 
with the papers, ard they were handed 
to Mr. Davis, who read from the re- 
turn that no service had been made 
upon Walter G. Smith, as he could not 
be found up to the 
appointed hour, 


though due and diligent .search had 
been made. Davis then asked that the 
return be amended, and the matter go 
over to this morning, though he said 
Mc-Gurn had told him that he had ar- 
rived at the Advertiser office ten min- 
utes after Mr. Smith had left. He sup- 
g(-stf>d that 
Mr. 
Smith 
must 
have 


known of the citation, and it was his 
duty to appear anyway, service or no 
service, and he thought that a bench 
warrant should be issued for his ar- 
rest. 


W. O, Smith came forward and said 


that he appeared in the case. 
Gear 


wanted to know if he had not consult- 
ed Editor Smith during the afternoon, 
to which Mr. Smith replied in the neg- 
ative, saying that he had been retained 
by the corporation. Mr. Andrews said 
that he also appeared, and would like 
an extension of time. In order to make 
a proper return, but he had so far been 
unable to see a copy of the citation. 


Judge Gear had been presiding up to 


this time, but here Humphreys again 
took the reins In his own hands, and 
remarked: 
"It is all nonsense to talk 


about not having time. 
You 
know 


what your paper is publishing, and 
when an article of this kind appears, 
should be ready to answer 
for con- 


tempt. 
It does not appear to me that 


he can appear by attorneys 
until 
he 


purees himself of contempt." 


"We certainly have a right to appear 


In court upon the question as to wheth- 
er or not this Is contempt," replied Mr. 
Andrews. 


Mr. W. O. Smith replied that he was 


certain there was no intention on the 
part of Mr. Smith to evade the sum- 
mons. 
Then Bailiff Hopkins was sent 


to telephone the Advertiser office as to 
Mr. Smith's whereabouts, and reported 
that he was not expected to return un- 
tii 5 o'clock. Judfre Gear thereupon re- 
sumed duty, and adjourned court until 
this morning at 9 o'clock, the citation 
b-->lnsr made returnable at that hour.

teen or f jurteen sailors of the ship, who 
complained that they had been put on 
short rations for 40 days, and demand- 
ed $20 apiece from the skipper. 
The 


testimony was of an extremely Inter- 
esting nature, the sailor-plaintiffs all 
coinciding in the story of short rations. 
They claimed that they had been kept 
with little food for the greater part of 
the voyage, and one sailor said that 16 
men had nothing for four days except- 
ing two buckets of water. 


Shipping1 Commisssioner Boyd 
wa* 


also a witness for the plaintiffs, but 
his story was rather an aid to the de- 
fense, he stating that the skipper was 
willing to arbitrate the question, while 
the men refused to do so, until they 
knew what the decision was to be. 


Captain Haskell denied in toto all the 


accusations of the sailors. 
The plain- 


tiffs' attorney asked if what the sailors 
had testified to was true, to which Has- 
kell replied dramatically, rising in hia

tions of bread ami water for mutiny 
at Sydney, and said that the sole cause 
for the complaint uf the men was the 
fact that four Italians had been ship- 
ped on the crew.
